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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented were not deemed 
persuasive. Three arguments are presented within the after final amendment. The first two arguments suggest that neither of the prior 
arts support "code markers." One argument suggests that the prior arts do not teach the embedding of code markers. The second 
argument suggests that the prior arts do not teach adding business logic code between the code markers. The examiner stands by the 
explanation made in the last office action. Iyengar's design allows for business logic (Figure 3, Iyengar). Where business logic exists, 
means by which to implement business logic are present. Code markers are such means in EJB. Hence, the embedding of code markers 
and the adding of business logic code between the code markers are considered to be present since they are needed when applying 
business logic. The third argument suggests that there is no motivation to combine the two prior arts. The examiner disagrees with this 
suggestion. Iyengar's design makes use of UML along with a plurality of languages, including Java and the Thomas art teaches EJB, 
which is Java based. The examiner contends that the prior arts can be combined and have been combined appropriately using proper 
motivation. 
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
